Yamaha rider Debbie Evans has 
completed the May 1-6 Scottish 
Six Days Trial, placing 109th 


‘among 220 riders. She scored 


second in the 175cc class, 
according to information received 
in a phone conversation with her 
sister Donna, and earned a First 
ee award for finishing in the top 


Bultaco’s Martin Lampkin won the 
Scottish Six Days leading a British 
sweep. Rob Edwards, a Montesa rider, 
finished second. Ossa’s John Reynolds 
took third and he was followed by 
Mick Andrews (Yam), Ulf Karlsson 
(Mon) and Rob Shepard (Hon). 


In Grand Prix motocross, Team 
Yamaha's Heikki Mikkola topped 
the May 7 Danish round of the 
500cc World Championship MX 
Series with a double moto victory. 
Brad Lackey put his Bill Buchka- 
tuned RC450 Honda into second 





overall with a 2-3 afternoon. Third 
was Suzuki's Gerrit Wolsink with a 
4-2. Roger DeCoster, also Suzuki, 
scored a 3-4 fourth. Mikkola leads 
the series standings with 102 
points over Lackey's 92 and 
DeCoster's 61. 


Gaston Rahier led a Team Suzuki 1-2 
punch at the May 7 125cc World 


Championship MX. Series round in ' 


France. Rahier won both motos, and 
his teammate Akira Watanabe 
followed in with a 2-2. Yamaha's 
Gerard Rond finished third. Rahier's 
121 point total leads the series; 
Watanabe is second with 113. Rond 
holds down third with 106. 


In 250cc World Championship MX 
Series action, Guennady Moisseev, 
|. Schneider and Vladimir Kavinov 
— all on KTM — swept the May 7 
Italian round. 


Kenny Roberts had a good weekend on 
the GP road racing circuit. "King Ken- 
ny" rode his Yamaha to victory by an 
ll-second margin over Team Suzuki's 
Pat Hennen in the May 7 500cc race in 
France. Barry Sheene scored third. 
Roberts’ win gives him a one-point 
series lead over Sheene. Kawasaki's 
Gregg Hansford topped both the 250 
and 350cc races; Roberts took second 
in the 250ce event. Kenny leads the 
250cc series; he's 15 points behind 





Yamaha's Johnny Cecotto in the 750cc 
class. 


Team Suzuki's Drew Smith won 
the May 7 Burr Oak AMA National 
Enduro near Sterling, IL. Run in a 


' torrential downpour, the Mid-West 


National Enduro Riders' event saw 
KTM rider Jeff Fredette put in a 
second best ride followed by John 
Burch on a Yamaha, Kevin Snapp 
on a Can-Am and Herluf Johnson 
of Team Suzuki. 


The leading rookie going into the San 
Jose Mile, northern Californian Don 
Bailey, didn’t have a good day at the 
Santa Clara County Fairgrounds. 
Bailey was riding with a sore left leg 
following a tangle at Tulare when he 
went down with another rider and was 
cut across the back of the leg by a 
number plate. Bailey was still-running 
well in his semi until he went high 
through a turn and lost several places. 
San Jose put Alabama’s Lance Jones 
into the lead amongst the rookies after 
Californian Eddie Lawson dropped 
out of his heat with a busted coil. 


Garth Brow's San Jose win 
marked the first victory for a non- 
Californian in 1978 Camel Pro 
competition. In the three other 
AMA Professional series, the 
Toyota Supercross and the 125 and 
250cc Mr. PiBB National 
Motocross, the only non- 
Californians to notch victories 
have been Jimmy Ellis and Mark 
Barnett. Californians Steve Eklund, 
Marty Tripes, Bob Hannah and 
Broc Glover lead the four series’ 
point standings. And to think that 
some people don't care how the 
hell they do it in... 


Ted Boody and mechanic Stan Storz 
are working on a Harley XR750 with a 
new frame and Ceriani leading-axle 
forks. So far Boody has only ridden the 
bike once in practice. 


A racing fan named George 
walked into Champion 
Motorcycles two days after the 
AFM  Six-hour and presented 
Whitney Blakeslee with two 
mercury-tube carburetor balancing 
tools. One was inscribed "To 
Champion Motorcycles, Best AFM 
Six-hour Effort,” while the other 
had the same inscription below 
Whitney's name. “I never did find 
out -his whole name,” said 
Blakeslee later, “but it certainly 
was gratifying.” 


AMA Superbike Production 
Champion Reg Pridmore will ride a 
Honda at-Bol d'Or on September 16- 
17. According to Pridmore, he still has 
to pick his riding partner for the 24- 
hour Coup d'Endurance event. His 
bike will use a factory engine in an 
accessory frame. 


Team American Motocross 
Enterprises (AME) went down to 
the Spring Motocross in Mexico 
and walked off with four of the top 
five placings in the 125 and 250cc 
International classes. Tim Worth 
led the charge along with Pat 
“Hotdog” Hubbs in the 125cc 
battles, while DG’s Wild Willy 
Simons fought off Dave Haugh and 
Suzuki West's Gary Denton for the 
250cc honors. 


Top Mexican finisher in the Mexico 
Spring Motocross was Javier 
Hernandez, on a 125cc Yamaha, who 
scored a fourth and a fifth for fifth 
overall. Top 250cc Mexican was Jose 
Marin, scoring fifth overall. 


Channel 34, a Mexican UHF station 
on your boob tube, will televise 


the Spring Motocross races later 
throughout California. 


Ascot called Papa to announce that 
Rick Hocking, Steve Morehead, Skip 
Aksland, Ted Boody, Randy Goss, 
Dave Aldana, Gary Scott and Corky 
Keener will be warming up for Ascot's 
AMA Camel Pro half mile Saturday, 
May 13 by riding a standard AMA Pro 
half mile at Ascot the night before. 


About the only non-Harley keeping 
up with the hot V-twins at San 
Jose was Ron Wood’s Norton, 
piloted by Alex Jorgensen. Jorgy 
was leading his heat race until the 
engine busted-on the last lap. 


Mescalero Sands South Dune Area A 
has been designated as closed to 
vehicle use. The area is located 
approximately 33 miles east of 
Roswell, NM, and it's closed to protect 
the "unique scenic, cultural, 
biological and geological values of the 
area" according to the Apr. 27 Federal 
Register.

Your "coverage" of the AFM Six- 
Hour at Ontario was conspicuous in its 
near-absence. With over 100 teams 
entered (and more turned away) and 
close to 1000 participants by the time 
you count pit crews, scorers, officials 
and extra riders, the Six Hours of 
Ontario ranks as one of the biggest 
club races in the country and certainly 
deserved more than two columns and 
one badly cropped picture. 

We've talked with Mr. Ulrich who 
wrote the piece, and I know that he 
sent you a much more comprehensive 
story and that he was extremely 
disappointed by the shortened, badly 
edited final version which appeared. 

Besides the number of participants 
(and the number of potential readers) 
involved, the Six-Hour warranted 
more attention for a couple of other 
reasons. One was the rain, which 
added drama and an element not seen 
in SoCal roadracing for years. Also, 
endurance racing is experiencing a 
huge surge in popularity, and it speaks 
poorly for Cycle News that you have 
either failed to recognize this fact or 
chosen to ignore it by giving such 
brief, badly edited, superficial 
coverage of the AFM Six-Hour, which 
is the second most important U.S. race 
of this type and the biggest one in your 
region. 

We, and many of the people we've 
talked to, hope to see supplemental 
coverage in a future issue.

Brow brings down the roof 
at San Jose

SAN JOSE, CA, MAY 7 


Second-year Expert Garth Brow rocketed from 
the third-row penalty line to take the lead in 
the late stages of the race and win the American 


Motorcyclist 
Championship/Camel Pro Series 
25-lap Mile at San Jose's Santa 
Clara County Fairgrounds. 

"We're goin' for number one!" 
said an exuberant Brow, who made his 
debut on the Mert Lawwill Harley- 
Davidson XR750 quite a success. 
Brow, sponsored by Wiseco Pistons 
and Klotz Oil, will ride the Lawwill 
Racing  Products-equipped Harley 
through the rest of the season with 
Lawwill doing the tuning in West 
Coast events and Babe DeMay (who, 
along with Nick Deliganis, handled 
the tuning of Kenny Roberts’ bikes last 
year) manning the wrenches when the 
circuit moves back east. 


Finishing second to Brow was 
defending San Jose mile winner Skip 
Aksland aboard a PJ1 
Lubricants/Lectron Carburetors/ 
D.A.R.T. Dev. Harley. Aksland led 


Association Grand National 


much of the race, but wound up short 
by about 10 feet at the finish. 

Third went to Steve Morehead 
(K&K Insurance/KK Supply H-D) 
who got a very bad start, worked his 
way through the pack and then re- 
passed defending National Champion 
Jay Springsteen on the start/finish 
straightaway to take third by half a 
bike length. 

Current Camel Pro Series point 
leader Steve Eklund came to San Jose 
with an 11-point lead over Springsteen 
but left with only a one-point lead 
after the battery on his Zanotti 
Enterprises Harley quit while he was 
involved in a tight and exciting battle 
for the lead. He wound up 14th, 
getting only one National point. 
Aksland moved to within three points 
of Eklund with his second place finish. 
Time trials 

Jay Springsteen put his Bill Werner- 


tuned factory Harley-Davidson into 
the same qualifying position as the 
number he carries: number one. His 
38.28 time was followed by Brow 
(38.34), Eklund (38.35), Corky Keener 
(38.37) and Skip Aksland (38.42). 


Heat races 


Ted Boody’s Stan  Storz-tuned 
factory Harley was first into the first 
turn of the first heat followed by 
Aksland and Springsteen. Aksland 
made his move and took the lead in 
turn two. Aksland was never headed 
after that, but behind him was some 
very interesting racing. 


Boody slowed momentarily on the 
back straight on lap three and found 
himself behind Springsteen, Gary 
Scott (KK Motorcycle Supply H-D) 
and Bubba Rush (Edwards Mtr. Co./ 
Jemco H-D). Scott and Springsteen 
spent laps five through nine playing 
pass and re-pass with the energy of an 
electrified tomcat until Scott finally 
made it stick. Boody worked his way 
up to nip Springsteen at the line for 
third in a blanket finish that sent 
Springer to the semi. 

The second heat started with Randy 
Goss (Bart Markel/Wiseco/Klotz/ 
Vista Sheen/Full House H-D) and 
Mike Kidd (Nick Deliganis-tuned H- 





D, sponsor: “I cant announce 
anything 'til next week.") leading the 
pack. Kidd was leading the pack at the 
end of lap one and kept that position 
to the finish. Frank Gillespie (Gillespie 
Racing H-D) held third at the end of 
lap one, but Brow relieved him of it 
on.lap two. Brow caught Goss on lap 
four and came to within five feet of 
Kidd at the flag. Goss held onto third. 

Steve Morehead and Eddie Lawson 
(Shell Racing Specialties Yam) led the 
third heat pack off the line. However, 
it was Alex Jorgensen (Ron Wood Nor) 
who led Morehead and Terry Poovey 
(Bel-Ray H-D) after one lap. Eklund 
got a somewhere-in-the-top-10 start, 
moved to third by the beginning of the 
fifth lap and swept by Morehead and 
Jorgensen going into turn three of the 
same lap. Jorgy repassed Eklund two 
laps later and appeared to have the 
win when the Norton slowed on the 
last lap, the victim of a broken 
camshaft. Eklund won, followed by 
Morehead and Poovev. 


The fourth heat was a battle 
between veterans Corky Keener 
(factory H-D) and Gene Romero 


(Ocean Pacific Sunwear H-D). Keener 
took the lead on the first lap, but 
Romero, showing one of his finest dirt 
track performances in some time, 
passed him on the second lap. Keener 
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Rookie Lance Jones leads the second semi freight train of Springsteen (1) 
and Bubba Rush. Jones won the semi and Springer was second.

took it back on the fourth lap and the 
two were side-by-side the rest of the 
way with Keener winning. Phil 
McDonald (Team K&N/Bel-Ray/ 
CP.D./R&W Racing Wheels H-D) 
held third from lap one on. 


Semis 

Bubba Rush shot into the lead of 
the first semi, but Rex Beauchamp 
took it away and rookie Lance Jones 
(Sure-Fire Distr. H-D) followed 
Beauchamp into second. Springsteen 
ran about fourth. 

Rush nabbed the lead back but 
Springsteen made a neat move on lap 
three to move from fourth to first, 
followed by Beauchamp, Rush and 
jones. Jones then made his neat move 
the following lap to take the lead 
ahead of Springer and Rush. 

At the end of six, despite some 
jostling, Jones held the lead in front of 
Springer and Rush. The first three, 
still tight, traded about some more 
with Springer leading on the white flag 
lap. Jones ducked underneath in the 
third corner and led Springer and 
Rush to the flag with the first two 
going to the National. 

Canadian Doug Sehl took the 
second semi lead with Jim Mertens 
(BOSS Frame H-D) in second at the 
end of one lap. Mertens took the lead 
for a couple of laps, but Sehl 
reclaimed it back and Mertens found 
himself behind Hank Scott (Carl 
Patrick H-D), John Hateley (Hateledy 
Enterprises H-D) and Scott Pearson 
(H-D West). 

Scott and Hateley moved up on 
Sehl, and on the sixth lap Hateley had 
the lead. Scott took it on the seventh 
but the race was brought to a halt 
when Pearson slid into the turn one 
alfalfa bales, with no apparent injury. 

On the single-file restart, Scott and 
Hateley took off first, but Sehl 
grabbed the lead. He held it for two 
more as Hateley went high in turns 
three-four and went to fifth. Scott 
moved to first and held it, while Bobby 
Sanders (H-D) passed Sehl. Sehl 
passed him back and was the last man 
to make the National. 


Junior Invitational 


Probably the Nation's fastest Junior, 
Wayne Rainey, propelled his Shell 
Racing Specialties Yamaha into the 
lead at the start. Soon he was gone, a 
straightaway ahead of the pack. 

Just past the halfway point, 
however, he was gone for good, 
coasting to a stop out of turn four. As 
sponsor Shell Thuet explained later, 
the clutch lever wasn’t tightened down 
securely and it vibrated around on the 
handlebar, finally shorting out the kill 
button. Rod Spencer (Yam), who'd 
worked his way through the pack, 
settled into second upon Rainey's 
demise and held off a_ last-lap 
challenge by Buddy Robinson (H-D) 
for the win. Mike Minnig (Yam) was 
third. 


Trophy race 

Randy Scott (Davis Race Spec. H-D) 
had the holeshot, but Bubba Rush 
took the lead away and was pursued by 
Scott and Hateley. Scott regained first 
and shortly afterward, Rush was out 
with engine problems. Hateley passed 
Scott and proceeded to build a lead 
while rookie Jim Mertens worked up to 
fourth just before midway. Mertens 
moved into second and then took the 
lead a few laps later when Hateley 
slowed and dropped out with engine 
troubles. Mike Caves (Movin' Mike H- 
D) took second; Scott was third. 


National 

The entire 16-rider National field 
was Harley-mounted. Garth Brow, a 
little premature in his start, rolled over 
the line and was sent back to the 
penalty line. Gene Romero took the 
lead with Ted Boody and Skip 
Aksland challenging. 





Romero held the lead until he hit a 
soft spot in turn four the second time 
around, lost the front end and 
crashed. Gene was back up and in the 
race, but well behind the pack. 

Aksland picked up the lead with 
Boody and Eklund second and third. 
Eklund picked off Boody down the 
back straight on lap four. Behind 
Boody were Gary Scott, Randy Goss, 
Mike Kidd and Corky Keener. 

Boody slowed momentarily going 
into turn three and was passed by Scott 
and Goss. 

Eklund poked his front wheel 
around Aksland for a few moments on 
lap six, but Skip held him off. The 
pack behind them was tightly bunched 
with Kidd up to third ahead of Gary 
Scott, Springsteen (who'd started 
15th), Brow, Goss and Hank Scott. 

Eklund again got in front of 
Aksland on turn one but Skip used the 
draft to re-pass heading into three. 

Eklund made a pass stick for about 
a lap when he shot out of Aksland’s 
draft on lap eight. Aksland repeated 
the procedure a lap later to regain 
first. 

Springsteen passed Scott and Kidd 
(Kidd, due to the wrong front tire 
compound choice, would slow in the 
later laps) and moved on Eklund, 
passing him in the fourth corner on 
lap 11. Eklund moved back to 
Springer's side and repassed him a lap 
later. 

A lap after that, Eklund moved 
back into the lead in turn three. The 
very same lap, Brow nosed into the 
leaderboard by passing Springsteen. 

Aksland got by Eklund down the 
back straight on lap 14. The next lap, 
two things happened: Brow passed 
Aksland, as did Eklund, but then 


Eklund slowed when his battery 
started going sour until he. finally 
dropped out. 

Steve Morehead, whose clutch 


dragged at the start and he was forced 
to slip the clutch off the line in second 
with tall mile gearing, had moved to 
fourth by lap 17. Two laps later he 
pulled alongside Springer and passed. 

Meanwhile, Aksland went around 
Brow in turn one, but the Michigan 
rider came right back in turn three. 
Two laps later — two laps before the 
finish — Aksland tried again going 
down the back straight. But Brow shot 
past in turn three and held the lead to 
the finish, 10 feet in front of Aksland 
at the flag. 

Springsteen had fallen slightly off 
Morehead’s pace but came roaring 
back and ducked underneath in turn 
three of the final lap. 

"I wasn't getting too good of a drive 
off the final turn,” said Springer later. 
He hoped to have position on 
Morehead out of the turn, but Steve 
used the draft to shoot in front by a 
half bike length at the finish. 

Behind the front four were Boody, 
Gary Scott (both of whom spent much

Glover, Hannah sandblast Southwick o

SOUTHWICK, MA, MAY 7 


Team Yamaha wreaked havoc once again on 
the National MX circuit as Broc Glover and 
Bob Hannah built up nearly unbeatable point 
leads at the midway point of this season’s AMA/ 


Mr. PiBB 125/250cc National 
Championship MX Series. Both 
riders crossed the finish line com- 
pletely unchallenged as the rough 
and sandy Motocross 338 track in 
Southwick put their opposition out of 
contention. 

No one was more disappointed than 
Team Suzuki's Mark Barnett. He 
watched from the side of the track as 
his previous week's lead in the 125cc 
class point standings over reigning 
champion Broc Glover took a 
nosedive. Barnett's RA Suzuki sucked 
sand in through the air filter element, 
sanding down the piston and rings in 
both motos until it wouldn't even run. 

The sand monster struck in the 
250cc class as well, with its victim 
being Honda's Marty Tripes, the only 
rider capable of stopping Bob 
“Hurricane” Hannah's reign in that 
class. Tripes had the lead over 
Hannah in both motos when Tripes’ 
production CR250R died on the side 
of the track from sand inhalation. 


The expected battle between the 
two young stars never materialized, 
except for an instant at the beginning 
of the second moto when they were 
involved in a fantastic six-way battle 
for the lead which included Chuck 
Sun, Rich Eierstedt, Pierre 
Karsmakers and Jimmy Ellis. The 
clash went on for six crowd-roaring 
laps before it resolved itself with Marty 
breaking away from the pack first 
ahead of Bob. There was some doubt 
even in Hannah's mind if he would be 
able to catch Tripes, but the Honda's 
dying engine helped decide the 
matter. 


For the time being, the unresolved 
duel between Hannah and Tripes on 
the outdoor National tracks for the 
past two weeks remains to be settled. 
But it will have to be postponed while 
the series takes a break. 


Meanwhile, the Toyota Supercross 
Series feud will be renewed this 
coming weekend in Pittsburgh. It will 


be there that Hannah will try to 
destroy Tripes' slim three point lead in 
the Supercross standings. 


125cc National 


It was clearly Broc Glover's day as 
he dialed the Jim Felt-prepared OW36 
works Yamaha to runaway wins in 
both motos. Barnett- should have 
stayed home, because he was destined 
to lose his points lead no matter what. 
Before his engines destroyed 
themselves on sand in both motos, 
Mark got off with last place starts due 
to a first turn crash in moto one and a 
fouled plug in the second. 

The start of the first race saw a lot of 
fresh talent up front as David Taylor 
kept his Suzuki ahead of Broc for half 
the moto. Just behind them, 
youngsters Brian Myerscough and Jeff 
Ward were giving Warren Reid and 
Gaylor Mosier a battle. It was only a 
spill by Taylor that allowed Broc to get 
finally around, take over the lead and 
the win. 

In the second moto, it was Mosier 
and Myerscough bending handlebars 
over the lead during the opening laps 
as Glover slowly eased up behind. Only 
when the two bogged their engines on 
the track's big sand uphill was Glover 
able to use his momentum to an 
advantage in taking the lead. 

Trading paint over fourth spot were 
LOP's Marty Moates and Danny 


"Magoo" Chandler on his BJ Suzuki. 
The heated fight moved Marty all the 
way up to second spot behind Broc at 
the finish. Moates' chance for a good 
overall score though, was ruined by a 
fouled plug in the first moto. Instead it 
was Gaylon Mosier pulling off second 
overall with his Rocky Williams-tuned 
KX125 Kawasaki factory bike. 


250cc National 


Marty Tripes was angry. This week 
marked the second in a row he had to 
push his way back to the pits allowing 
the Hurricane an easy romp to victory. 

“Nothing is resolved yet. It won't be 
until Hannah and I get to race an 
entire moto together side-by-side. 
Then we'll see who's best," said Tripes. 

Marty wasn't the only one having 
problems. Honda  Teamster Jim 
Pomeroy split his exhaust pipe in’a 
first moto crash, causing his Honda to 
run. lean and eventually seize. 
Kawasaki's Jammer, Jim Weinert, was 
a top contender both motos until first 
a flat tire and then a leaking head 
gasket put him out.

AMA ISDT Qualifier Series 


Fishback makes it two in a r«

FORT HOOD, TX, APR. 29-30 


Former top desert and speedway racer, Yamaha- 
mounted Jim Fishback came closer to winning 
a position on this year's American ISDT team 
by winning his second American Motorcyclist 
Association ISDT Qualifier in a row. 


Fishback won the event over- 
all and took top spot in the Open 
class on his 400cc Yamaha by 24 
points/seconds in the hotly- 


contested trial. Second overall in the 
scoring was 250cc class winner, Team 
Suzuki's Tom Penton, just 23 points 
off Fishback's pace. Suzuki's fast Drew 
Smith topped the 175cc class, while 
Husqvarna rider Steve Whitworth won 
the 125cc class and Danny Schuler 
headed the sparsely-contested 350cc 
class on a Husqvarna. i 

This year's event, the sixth annual 
on the Fort Hood base which is located 
south of Dallas, was very dry and 
dusty, exactly opposite from last year's 
race which was extremely muddy and 
wet. Last year, several sections were 
flooded, and only a small loop could 
be run on the second day of the trial 
for those who'd survived day one. 

The day before the 1978 event was 
exactly like last year: hot, muggy and 
60% chance of thunderstorms 
predicted for Saturday. The rain and 
thunderstorms wished for by several of 
the Eastern riders and Lars Larsson — 
who did a Swedish rain dance Friday 
evening — never materialized. 

Saturday morning dawned 
threatening and overcast. The riders 
dressed for rain as a few drops barely 
misted the area a few minutes before 
the 8 a.m. start, not enough moisture 
to even settle the talcum powder-type 
dust around the Fort Hood Dirt 


Riders’ clubhouse, site of the impound 
area and start of the race. 

The first of the 290 riders, three on 
a minute, left to tackle the demanding 
175-mile course. Though much land is 


available on the base, the sponsoring 
club chose to stick to the slightly 
higher ground this year to avoid a 
repeat of last year's mess. The whole 
event was concentrated in the 
relatively small area which had been 
passable last year. Two loops were run 
twice each day, putting the gas stop 
checkpoints very close together so the 
pit crews had no difficulty in moving 
from one checkpoint to another before 
their rider was due. 

Concentrating the course led to 
some problems for several of the riders 
as the trails twisted back and forth 
very close together in some sections. If 
you overshot one particular turn or 
missed the arrows in several spots you 
could easily get lost and/or pick up the 
course again and miss one of the 
checkpoints. 

Several riders got lost early in the 
morning, and the confusion resulted 
in a couple of head-on collisions. One 
involved a local photographer who was 
riding backwards on the course. The 
photographer narrowly missed one 
rider and then was nailed by SWM 
rider Stan Simpson. The 
photographer ended up with a broken 
leg; Simpson received a cut mouth, a 
concussion and retired from the event. 
Ken Maahs had a head-on with rider 
Dan McKinney early Saturday 
morning. Neither rider was seriously. 
injured though the forks on 
McKinney's bike were folded back 
near the engine. McKinney retired 
with a possible dislocated thumb while 
Maahs carried on until further 
problems caused his retirement in the 
afternoon. “We were both on Day Two 
arrows at the time of the collision,”

said McKinney. “Ken was getting lost 
while I was getting unlost. ” 

The slower “B” schedule was run the 
first day allowing most of the good 
riders from eight to 10 minutes at most 
of the checkpoints. There was one 
tight section on the first loop where 
riders had only three minutes. Dust 
was the major problem in the 
morning, until the sun came out and 
the temperature increased around 
noon. 

The riders had been warned at the 
riders' meeting the day before to wear 
enough clothing to help retain body 
moisture and so avert any dehydration 
problems. Two weeks prior to Fort 
Hood, at a National Enduro in 
Lubbock, Texas, two riders had died 
from dehydration and heat 
exhaustion. 

There were two special tests each 
day, plus an acceleration test on Day 
One. The first, a terrain test, was 
rough, very rocky and could be 
dangerous if a rider made any serious 
mistakes. The second was a two mile- 
long grass track test, most of which 
was tricky, tight and contained lurking 
rocks, trees, stumps, ditches and some 
off-camber turns. The grass track was 
a very good test of a rider's ability. The 
terrain test was run on the.second loop 
the second time around. In the 
morning on the first pass a rider had a 
chance to observe the section, which 
was marked before he had to race 
through it. 


As the tired riders left the last gas 
stop of the day for the 14-mile run into 
the finish where the grass track and 
acceleration tests were located, over 
half of the field had been eliminated. 
Just 170 of the 290 starters completed 
the first day. 

The deceiving terrain at Fort Hood 
always seems to cause some problems. 
This year, many riders did not realize 
they'd started the course for the second 
time until they were almost to the first 
checkpoint. The passage of over 200 
riders changed the trail from the 
morning. 

Coming into the finish, the course 
hooked to the right through a grove of

trees where the arrows were changed 
to direct the riders into the finish area 
rather than back out on the course. 
Unfortunately, when the riders came 
to that section in the morning several 
of them had cut the course. There was 
a trail which continued straight, then 
picked up the arrows again and cut 
out the couple hundred-yard section 
with the clump of trees. While the 
organizers had changed the markings 
correctly, they had not put any "W" 
(wrong way) arrows on the trail 
leading back out to the first 
checkpoint. 

Team Suzuki rider Mike Rosso had 
told the organizers that he felt there 
was a potential problem area on that 
section, that some of the riders could 
possibly start on a third trip around 
the course. Rosso was riding on 
number 32 and by the time the 40s 


were coming through, it became 
obvious that there was indeed a 
problem. 


Why it did not start until the 40s is a 
mystery. Possibly a piece of ribbon in 
the controversial spot disappeared, or 
perhaps the trail pace of the 250cc and 
Open class riders was appreciably 
faster and contributed to the error. 
Many of the riders who got lost just 
followed the dust of the rider in front 
of them, as they had been doing all 
day. 

None of these was any excuse for 
losing the course, however. AMA 
hondo Al Eames, after a long 
discussion with the club, decided to 
throw out the final checkpoint time 
factor, making it merely a point the 
riders had to reach. Since only 20% of 
the riders were lost and late at, the 
finish, it was somewhat of a “political 
decision” according to Eames. 

Over three-quarters of last year's 
ISDT Trophy Team were among the 
lost riders and close to 15% of those 
lost are very good ISDT and Two Day 
competitors. The lost list included 
Tom Penton, Jack Penton, Gary 
Max Markowitz, Dave 
Ashley, Rod Bush, Kevin Lavoie, Carl 
Cranke and Frank Gallo. A 
formidable list indeed.

‘winner Frank Gallo, who had led the 
special test scores for the first day, a 
chance to finish the event. Gallo 
finally found the road leading back to 
the finish, after going almost to the 
first check, and was chased by Military 
Police. They couldn't catch him, but 
waited for him at the finish and issued 
a speeding ticket. The rules state that 
any rider who receives a traffic 
violation during the course of the 
event must be disqualified. 

Gallo had to retire. Instead of 
leading the event by nine seconds, he 
st up a close battle for the overall 
among Carl Cranke (1077), Barry 
Higgins (1078), Jim Fishback (1079). 
and Jack Penton (1081) who were 
followed closely by Tom Penton (1085) 
and. Ted Worrell (1088). That's six 
riders within 11 seconds of each other! 

There was some controversy the 
next morning when the decision to 
throw out the check was posted. It was 
rather like "never hearing the winner 
complain about the condition of the 
track." Long time ISDT riders Jeff 
Smith and Lars Larsson felt that the 
decision was not right; neither of them 
liad gotten lost and they were in the 
60s and 80s respectively. Also, desert- 
wise Jim Fishback, Larry Roeseler and 
Bruce Ogilvie had no problem in 
finding the course. Had the lost group 
not included so many top names, had 
there been more qualifiers this year (A 
rider must compete in and finish 
three. Though there are five events, 
two were on the same day and only 
four can possibly be ridden) and above 
all, had "W" markers been posted on 
the trail leading back out on the loop, 
the decision might have been 
different. 

Sunday morning was overcast, but 
not as threatening as the day before; 
most of the riders were not dressed for 
rain despite the continued prediction. 
It never rained on Sunday, and dust 
continued though it didn't present 
that much of a problem as the 
constant Texas wind prevented it from 
hanging on the trails. 

With the scores so close, several 
riders put on their “race faces” for the 
day. The terrain was now known.

Sunday's course was just Saturday's 
run backwards, including the terrain 
test and the grass track. 

Suzuki #1 team of Drew Smith, 
Mike Rosso and Gary Edmond led the 
Manufacturer Team standings with 79 
points. Husky #1 — Larry Roeseler, 
Bob Popiel and Greg Davis — were 
second with 85 points, and Suzuki #2 
— Don Chichocki, Ted Worrell and 
Dave Hulse — were third with 107. 
Tom Penton. was signed to the Suzuki 
team after the team entry date was 
closed. Though a couple of teams 
made last-minute changes, Suzuki 
Team Manager John Morgan abided 
by the closing date and did not add 
Penton to the manufacturer's team. 

Since many of the riders had been 
eliminated on the first day, the club 
opted to stick to the slower "B" 
schedule again on Sunday. Also, AI 
Eames felt that moving to faster "A" 
times. would not affect the overall 
results of the trial. With so much of 
the course requiring a riders full 
attention — it was a bit tricky and falls 
could be quite dangerous particularly 
in several rocky sections — keeping the 
"B" time was wise. 


Larry Roeseler, who stood fifth in 
the 250cc class after the first day, was 
still a bit upset Sunday morning with 
the decision to throw out the last 
checkpoint. In the tight battle for 
selection to the ISDT team this year, a 
first-year rider must do very well in the 
qualifiers. Larry was going for it in the 
terrain test but crashed. It cost him an 
estimated 30 seconds, dropping him to 
a still very credible sixth place finish in 
class. 


Several top riders fell in the terrain 
test Sunday. KTM-mounted Jack 
Penton, who led brother Tom by four 
seconds for the 250cc class lead at the 
end of the first day, crashed and 
dropped to fourth in class. 


Ted Worrell, who had the fastest 
terrain test on Saturday, held onto 
third in the 250cc class though he rode 
the last third of the day in pain after 
crashing on a small but tricky uphill 
near the start of the test. Worrell hurt 


his hand in the fall, and by the time he 
arrived at the next checkpoint his 
glove was half full of blood. He made 
the decision to continue without trying 
to bandage the finger as he wasn't sure 
that was wrong. He turned in a very 
good grass track test at the end of the 
day, impounded his bike, then 
removed his glove to discover he had 
completely torn off one of his 
fingernails. 

Tom Penton, Carl Cranke, Kevin 
Lavoie and Jeff Hill all turned very 
good times on Sunday but no one quite 
matched the pace of “Fast Jim” 
Fishback. Fishback was four seconds 
faster than the next fastest rider Jeff 
Hill in Sunday's tests, 17 seconds faster 
than Tom Penton and 26 seconds 
faster, for the day, than Carl Cranke, 
who finished second in the Open class. 

Lavoie had the fourth fastest time 
on Sunday and took possession of third 
place in the Open class, a mere one 
second down from Cranke. Jeff Hill 
settled for fourth in class, just two 
seconds from Lavoie! 

Consistent john Fero, riding a 
Yamaha, finished second to Tom 
Penton in the 250cc class by seven 
seconds over persevering Ted Worrell, 
who was nine seconds ahead of Jack 
Penton, 


Drew Smith topped the 175cc class 
by 31 seconds over Suzuki teammate 
Mike Rosso, while Don Cichocki 
completed the Suzuki 1-2-3 sweep of 
that class. Smith's special test scores on 
Sunday tied him with Fero for fifth 
fastest rider of the day, no mean feat 
on a 175cc machine. 


Jim Fishback accomplished both 
overall wins as a total privateer, but 
will now receive backing from Yamaha 
for the rest of the series. Fishback has 
wanted to compete in the ISDT for 
several years, but other commitments 
kept him from trying for the team. 

The course was adequately marked, 
though not outstanding, and several of 
the riders felt that the danger markers 
were too close to the danger points for 
the trail pace they were riding. The 
Fort Hood Dirt Riders Club put on a 
good event with relatively few

civilians to man the checkpoints; they 
are at an all-time low im their 
membership. This was the sixth 
annual event at Fort Hood and several 
of the club members expressed the 
opinion that it might be the last one if 
they don't build the membership 
during this year. 

There are two AMA ISDT 
Qualifiers left on the schedule: 
Michigan on May 20-21 and Oregon 
on June 3-4. Both events tend to favor 
the “woods trail” riders. 

It will be interesting to see how Jim 
Fishback fares in.that terrain against 
riders who grew up surrounded by 
trees. He is determined, strong and 
has been practicing. At the least, the 
results should be very interesting as 
more good riders than ever before 
continue to battle for the Gold Medals 
and a chance to represent the U.S. at 
the International Six Days Trial in 
Sweden on September 4-9. e

Kenny Roberts, stricken with food poisoning 
after eating some pork in Amsterdam, took 
home the bacon from Brands Hatch when he 
grabbed overall victory in the third round of 


of the FIM Formula 750 world 
championship, by winning both 
35-lap legs. 

Roberts missed. all of Friday's 


practicing, and wasn't feeling too fit 
on Saturday. But with some medicine 
inside him Kennyshattered the existing 
lap record in the third and final 


training period to take pole position 
on the grid, and, well or not, had very 
little trouble winning the races. 


But if Roberts, in magnificent form, 
won the points he needed to leapfrog 
over Steve Baker into second place in 
the Formula 750 title chase, it was 
blond Australian Gregg Hansford, 
making his British debut, who cap- 
tured the hearts of the fans. 


There was not a big crown for Sun- 
day's meeting, but the 20,000 en- 
thusiasts cheered everything that the 
Kawasaki rider did. And Gregg cer- 
tainly did a lot! On paper a scorecard

In the first race Gregg had moved 
into second spot, behind Roberts, at 
Druids on the second lap, but too 
much front brake saw the Aussie on 
the ground, and everyone had passed 
him before he could restart. 

When many lesser types would have 
pulled out, Gregg, second fastest to 
Roberts in training, took on the 
challenge. By the end of the race he 
had climbed back to fourth positiom, 
and the crowd worshipped him. i 

The 250cc race, straight after, saw 
Gregg tumble again, when the engine 
locked up, but he was-back in the sad- 
dle of the big three cylinder for the 
second leg of the 750 event. : 

He swiftly moved from fifth .to 
second, and then brought the crowd to 
their feet by seizing the lead on the 
climb to Druids when Roberts was 
baulked by a tailender! He not only 
passed King Kenny, but began to 
stretch the lead for a lap or two. Then 
Kenny began to quicken his pace, and 
regained number one spot on the 16th 
lap. 

Hansford did not last much longer. 
A lap later he was forced wide by a 
lapped rider at the approach tio 
Hawthorn, and down he went, in- 
juring his wrist. s 

With Gregg out the interest in the 
race died too. 

Roberts cantered home, but 
unlucky Steve Baker was robbed, of 
even runner-up place in this leg, and 
the final placings. He'd gambled on-a 
non-stop run in the last leg, and 
almost pipped Roberts to the line. 

But then the Nava Olio Fiat 
Yamaha went sick in the closing stages 
of the second race, and Steve's brave 
attempts to coax it home were in vain. 
He had to pull off the track just secon- 
ds before Roberts lapped him for the 
second time, and so he failed to score 
any points! 

Runner-up, thanks to Steve's 
misfortunes, was Johnny Cecotto. The 
Venezuelan, on the works Yamaha 
claimed by many to be the fastest bike 
in the race, was third in both races, 
complaining of tire and suspension 
problems. 

Best British performance, overall, 
came from John Newbold, who was 
eighth. But John would be the first to 
admit that other British performances 
were a little more stirring, if less con- 
sistent! 

Dave Potter lost six laps in the first 
leg when the gearbox sprocket nut 
came off. He restarted to finish 26th 
and last, but Potter, on Ted Broad's 
Yamaha, made up for that disappoin- 
tment in the second leg. 

With an excellent ride Dave battled 
through. to second place behind 
Roberts, and that was enough to give 
him tenth spot overall, and one hard 
earned championship point. 

Steve Manship was lying sixth in the 
first leg till he strayed off line at 
Hawthorn because of petrol on his 
visor, and crashed heavily. He hurt bis 
legs and couldn't ride again. 

Barry Ditchburn also helped restore 
some faith in British talent with a first 
race fifth, and a second race that 
looked set to give him a spot in the first 


six, till the Sid Griffiths’ Yamaha 
seized. e.

Wild Willy, Worth lead American romp 


in Mexico

GUADALAJARA, MEX, MAY 7 


American Motocross Enterprises sent a team of 
California motocross riders to contest an inter- 
national event between Mexico and the U.S. 
billed as the Premio Internacional Motocross 


Turismo Primanera, or First In- 
ternational Motocross for Spring 
Tourists. And that’s exactly what 
it was: a motocross for spring 
tourists, specifically the California 
AME team. 

Wild Willy Simons and Tim Worth 
led the charge as American riders 
dominated the top placings, taking 
four out of five in each 125 and 250cc 
International moto and holding the 
best Mexican ride to a fourth place. 

Immense heat took its toll on the 
young American team not accustomed 
to the dry Mexican climate, but that 
was the least of the team’s worries as 
the weekend progressed. 

On Friday, the truck and trailer 
hauling the 13 machines, tools, parts 
and gas blew a head gasket. A bent 
valve rendered the transport useless, 
and the motorcycles were stuck 
somewhere in the middle of New 
Mexico. Frantic action in both 
Guadalajara and the States rounded 
up a Mexican freight truck, empty and 
ready to head back to Mexico for a 
shipment of bananas. The bikes and 
accessories were transferred into the 





freight and then set out for 
Guadalajara. 

On the way to the Mexico 
destination, the truck now hauling the 
bikes blew out two tires, overheated 
and was failing -fast. Riders were 
panic-stricken Saturday when the 
bikes had still not arrived by nightfall. 


At 2:00 in the morning, someone 
called a room of the American riders 
and started a rumor that the bikes 
were stolen and were now heading 
east. Phone calls filled the rooms of 
the Posada Guadalajara as restless 
competitors sat in dispair awaiting the 
arrival of the machines. 


Panic waves soon calmed, and the 
Americans went to sleep, praying that 
the Sandman would awaken them to 
the sight of 13 motorcycles. At 5:30 
a.m. Sunday, the American Motocross 
Enterprises team had their rides. 

A Saturday evening riders' meeting 
unraveled some interesting 
developments, the main one being the 
Mexican team already feeling defeat. 
Confidence was scarce as they knew 
the speed of the Americans and the 
amount they ride each month. Mexico 





holds a motocross once every five or six 
months. In the end, their feelings were 


justified. 
As the first 125cc International 
moto rolled up, everyone looked 


evenly matched. Flag starts were used, 
and when the green banner was 
waved, the dash down thé narrow start 
chute was underway. Tim Worth 
made it through the tight right-hander 
ahead of Carlos Serrano, the Mexican/ 
American loner who found his ride a 
few minutes before the race. 

Worth immediately began to pull 
Serrano, and as the pair of Suzukis 
rounded the course, Serrano began a 
string of falls. The bars on his mount 
were loose, making turning in. the 
powder track very difficult. 

Action behind the two front-runners 
saw Pat “Hotdog” Hubbs, Mike 
Preston and Jerry Shore battling for 
position to overtake Javier Hernandez, 
currently third. By the ninth lap, 
Hubbs was in the show spot, 
Hernandez was fighting desperately to 
hold off the charges of Preston, and 
Serrano had dropped way back with 
three falls by the halfway mark. 

Worth flew until he hit the 25- 
minute mark in the race. Tim is 
known for tiring right around this 
point, and with all the effort being put 
out early in the race, the Suzuki pilot 
started feeling fatigued. Contrarily, 
Hubbs rode hard and consistently the 
entire race, after putting in a mile run 
at the hotel that morning. The Hotdog 
started to close the gap that Worth 
had built, and in four laps there was a 
serious threat for the lead. 


Worth looked beat as the final laps 
began, but Hubbs was still on the 
charge. On the 17th lap, Hubbs pulled 
up to Worth's tail and put a clean pass 
on to take the lead. 

The moto ended with Hubbs cross- 
ing the line so stoked that he stood up 
on his bike and threw both arms into 
the air with a cry of victory. The 
maneuver almost cost him the race 
when the Mexican officials stated a 
rule which prohibits “playing” on the 
track. But the rules were not earlier 
stated, so a warning was first given. 


Worth stayed in second, with heavy 
action behind going down to the wire. 
Gary “Poindexter” Sheidler had also 
held a consistent charge that brought 
him up to third by the end of the 
moto. Hernandez successfully held off 
Shore for fourth, scoring the highest 
moto finish of a Mexican rider. . 


Second moto action began as a 
repeat of the first when Worth took 
the lead early and began to stretch a 
lead. Serrano was back in the race, but 
again suffered numerous problems. 

Hubbs and Preston were there to 
pick up the extra positions. when 
Serrano dropped out, and by the 
fourth lap the leading trio began to 
lap riders. Worth was. pumped to win 
the moto and prove he could hold on 
for the entire race, and Hubbs was 
after a win in what he called “the 
biggest race I've ever been in.” 

Slower riders ended any hopes for 
the Hotdog catching Worth, as he 
tangled with lapped riders twice while 
trying to get around. Positions held

until the end of the moto, with 
Sheidler and Hernandez rounding out 
the top five. 

Worth took home the overall win 
and the 12,000 pesos that went along 
with it as Hubbs came in second on the 
final tallies. Third overall went to 
Sheidler; Preston grabbed fourth, and 
Hernandez took a hard-earned fifth. 

DG's Wild Willy Simons rode his 
heart out in both motos of the 250cc 
International, and it paid off at the 
end of the day. Taking the holeshot of 
the first moto was Carlos Serrano, but 
he went wide in the first turn and then 
fouled-a-plug. Jeff Vidic slipped his 
Maico under for the lead. 

Jose Marin fought a losing battle for 
third as Suzuki West's Gary Denton, 
Andy Jannings, Willy Simons and 
Dave Haugh set out in a dash for the 
front. By the third lap, Denton was in 
second and Simons had motored into 
third, both closing on Vidic. As the 
trio went around the fifth time, 
Denton and Vidic were side-by-side as 
they crested the big gorge jump on the 
back straight. Denton put on a radical 
move in the tight left turn following 
and took the lead away from Vidic. 

Denton's reign as leader was 
extremely short as he got off on the 
same lap, dropping to fourth behind 
Haugh. Vidic again ran in front, but 
next on the list of harassers was 
Simons. Willy put a move on Jeff for 
the lead, and it stuck. Haugh and 
Denton were doing the same thing for 
third with Dave sticking his move for 
third. 

As the pack came around for the 
last lap, positions looked stable. 
Simons, Vidic, Haugh then Denton 
came around, but collecting the 
checkers was not the'same. 

'Simons held for the win, but Vidic, 
with just a half-lap to go, came to a 
sudden halt. He ripped the gas line off 
to check fuel, and that wasn't the 
problem. Next came off the spark plug 
wire, and that didn't cure anything. 
Disgusted, Vidic walked the bike 
across the line and out of the money. 
Electrical problems were the cause. 

Haugh picked up second as Denton 
moved up to third, and coming out of 
midpack was Sherman Schneller, who 
picked up fourth as he pushed little by 
little to the front. Marin collected 
fifth, top Mexican. 

Off the line the second time came a 
raging Serrano. The Arizonan pulled 
into a commanding lead by the sixth 
lap, after Gary Denton experienced his 
own “Daytona Supercross” incident in 
Mexico. Denton grabbed the holeshot 
and early lead, but when trying to lap 
a slower rider on the fifth lap, Denton 
was forced down and off the track. 

Serrano’s lead was also short-lived as 
he fouled another plug. After the race 
he found out why the sparkers were 
going so quick. The owner of the bike 
was running Bel Ray, a 50 to 1 premix 
and higher, at 15 to 1. 

On the 10th lap, Simons had moved 
from fourth place to the lead, with a 
spurt that carried him past Haugh. 
This duo was battling for the overall 
win, but Simons was too pumped to let 
go of anything. When the checkers 
flew, Simons rolled across to one of the 
biggest wins in his career with Haugh 
second. 

Denton had charged after his fall 
and was right on Haugh at the line, 

but had to settle for third ahead of 
Vidic and Schneller. 

Overalls went Simons, Denton, 
Haugh, Schneller and Jose Marin. 

After the races, the teams went back 
to the hotel where the trophy 
presentations were made, pesos were 
paid, and then the partying began. @

A record-breaking crowd of racers and spectators 
gathered Sunday at Argyll park for the fifth race 
in the Coors Trans-AME Motocross Series. They 
found a track plowed out of a farmer’s field, 


complete with a pond and fast and 
twisting layout to challenge even 
the most seasoned Pros. 

With the personality and flag- 
twirling dexterity of American 
Motorcross Enterprises’ official 
flagger, Tom Knotts, the day's races 
were soon underway. A welcome 
change for Argyll Park was a special 
sound system brought up by AME, 
covering the entire track. 

Randy Losh, astride a Maico, 
gathered the winning loot for the 
250cc Pros. The Open Pro class was 
taken by Darrell Shultz with 
spectacular back-to-back wins and 
Chappy Blose from Phoenix, AZ, took 
home top dollars for the 125cc Pros. 





Losh started off the first moto of the 
250cc Pros with the lead, followed by 
Shultz and Kenny Zahrt (C-A). Shultz 
was closing ground fast on Losh while 
Phil Crane took over third. With Zahrt 
in fourth, Larry Wosick and Jerome 
Heiberger battled for fifth. 


Losh started to pull more of a lead 
as Shultz pulled back considerably, his 
bike starting to seize. Heiberger was 
having considerable trouble with his 
front wheel, losing spokes and the 
hub. 


Coming around for the end of the 
moto, Crane passed Shultz for second 
as Wosick followed suit to set Shultz 
back in fourth. On the white flag lap, 








Tracy Oswell was closing ground fast, 
charging over Coors Ridge and 
propelling himself into third by the 
end of the moto. ` 

Second moto action was a heart- 
breaker for Shultz. Fighting to hold his 
lead, he finally had to relinquish first 
to Zahrt, and with an ailing bike 
demanding his attention, he 
eventually left the track, leaving the 
battle to Zahrt. As Oswell and Losh 
staged a duel for third, Zahrt swung 
out into a wide-open lead, holding it 
to the end for the moto win, followed 
by Oswell, Losh, Mike Wickersham 
and Pat Wilson. Coming home for the 
overall win was Losh. 

Chappy Blose banzaied his way in 
from Phoenix to take home top money 
in the 125cc Pros. The first moto was 
off to a mad start, with a huge flock of 
riders going down off a rabbit jump. 
Tim Locey (Suz-DG) took command 
throughout the moto with Blose 
second, Bobby Jones third, Jim Holley 
(Yam) running fourth and Pat Wilson, 
fifth. Locey held on to win with Blose 
second, Jones third and Holley fourth. 

Second time around, Locey led off 
the line but went down, turning the 
lead over to Phil Minahan and Blose, 
who were locked into a wheel-clashing 
duel. Blose pulled ahead as Jones and 
Troy Werner went down in the mud. 
The race ended for Jones as he walked 
his bike back to the pits with a seized 
engine. 

Blose continued his lead with a 
demon on his tail by the name of Don 
Draz (Suz-N&J Arco). At the halfway 
point a lot of changes had taken place. 
Holley, who had been running fifth, 
went down and was set back to last 
place, and Draz had lost his pipe, 
forcing him back to sixth. Holley was 
not about to settle for last and was 
burning up the track, working his way 
back up and into third. With Mike 
Brown on his tail, he had a do-or-die 
battle to the end. When the checkered 
came out, Blose wheeled his bike into 
the winner's circle for top honors. 
Holley ended the day with second 
overall and third overall went to 
Brown. 3 

Open Pro racing belonged to Darrell 
Shultz (Mai) who cleaned up a hot and 
dusty track with a pair of back-to-back 
wins. Shultz started off the first moto 
in complete command with Dean 
Wiggens in second, Ted Davidson 
third, Gary Murphy fourth and Jim 
Ingleboight fifth. With the field fairly 
well spaced, Shultz led to the end with 
Scott Gillman moving into second and 
Wiggens holding down third. 

The last time around for the second 
moto, Wiggens took charge with 
Gillman close behind, followed by 
Ingleboight. Gillman was closing fast 
on Wiggens, who had broken his wheel 
on the second lap and was fighting to 
maintain his position while making a 
tremendous comeback in his fifth race 
since mending a broken leg. Shultz 

_ was closing ground, making his way up 
Coors Ridge, his Maico devouring the 
track. Shultz began dusting the field, 
making up for a bad start and taking 
on Wiggens, side by side. Gillman 
earlier had passed Wiggens and Shultz 
went on to catch him. The. Maico- 
Yamaha duel between Gillman and 
Shultz continued close to the end with 
Shultz taking over. 


By the end of the race, Shultz had |

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: BLM Wilderness: 
Can we afford to say, “I’ve done enough?”’ 


Well, the cat’s out of the bag! 


California motor- 


cyclists have become painfully aware of the far 
reaching implications of the Bureau of Land 
Management’s Proposed Wilderness Review 


Procedures. All too clearly, their 
focus has been brought to bear on 
the importance of this planning 
effort to the future (or lack of 
future) to competitive and 
recreational motorcycling. 

At the first “Wilderness Information 
Program,” held by the BLM in 
southern California, 1,100 people 
attended to confront the Riverside 
District staff of the BLM with their 
feelings about wilderness in the 
California Desert. Among identifiable 
interest groups in attendance were 
rockhounds, four-wheelers, miners, 
private landowners, and (in fairness) 
two desert preservationists. Without 
question, however, the majority of 
those in attendance were angry, 
frustrated motorcyclists easily 
identified by their club jackets, jersies, 
and T-shirts. 


It is on infrequent occasions that 
motorcycle organizations respond 
unanimously in reaction to anything, 
much less attend a meeting and make a 
public expression of their feelings. 
However, at Anaheim High School 
auditorium on May 2 they were there 
and the message was clear...desert 
motorcyclists don't like the BLM's 
proposed wilderness procedures. 
Specifically, they don’t like the 
definition of a “road” now being 
considered to identify roadless areas 
which could become wilderness, The 
attendance of so many motorcyclists at 
such a meeting is a sign of the 
increasing awareness and 
participation is the great thing 
necessary to be an effective lobbying 
group. 

Yet the question remains...is it 
enough to attend such a meeting, raise 
hell, then go home? The answer is 
unequivocally No/ 

Along with the unity of spirit 
demonstrated by motorcyclists at the 
Anaheim meeting, something else was 
also visible. Frustration! _ Those 
attending the meeting obviously 
recognized the significance and 
potential impacts of the BLM 
wilderness program, yet did not seem 
to know how to impact the process. 
This “need to know,” combined with a 
need for lots of input to the BLM is the 
essence of the problem now facing 
desert motorcyclists. 

Now let’s take a shot at understand- 
ing what is going on and what riders 
can and must do about it. 

In 1976, Congress (as in “U.S.”) 
passed something called The Federal 
Land Policy and Management Act of 
1976 (FLPMA), also referred to as 
"Flipma" and “The Organic Act,” 
which requires the preparation of a 
long range plan for the “management, 
use, development, and protection of 
the public lands.” Public lands 
specifically mean the 450 million acres 
managed by the BLM and identifies 
the area of the southern California 
desert as a special management area 
called the “California Desert 
Conservation Area” 

Among the multitude of things 
FLPMA is responsible for is including 
BLM lands for consideration as 
possible wilderness to be included in 
the National Wilderness Preservation 
System. In response, the Bureau of 


Land Management has proposed the 
Wilderness Policy and Review 
Procedures which require BLM to: 

1. Inventory all roadless areas of pub- 
lic lands which meet wilderness 
criteria of the Wilderness Act of 
1964. 

2. Study each roadless area for pos- 
sible designation as wilderness to 
determine their suitability or non- 
suitability. 

3. Report their findings to Congress. 

So, first we see that the BLM is just 
following orders from Congress; a 
Congress which we elected. Also, 
Congress will have the final say on 
what is going to be wilderness. Given 
these facts, motorcyclists will want to 
think about this when selecting who 
they will vote for next fall. 

Virtually all of BLM’s 450 million 
acres will be inventoried by July, 1980, 
but because of the special 
management status (CDCA) given to 
southern California deserts, they will 
be first. Identification and 
Designation of Wilderness Study Areas 
for the CDCA will have been made by 
January 31, 1979 — eight months 
from now! 

This brings us to all the meetings 
and hub-bub that BLM is going 
through at this time. FLPMA also tells 
the BLM that they must seek “public 
involvement.” 

Public involvement to bureaucrats 
invariably means public meetings, 
workshops, and written comments. 
However, when it comes down to it — 
the only thing that really counts are 
specific written recommendations 
submitted to the BLM asking for 
changes and justification for these 
changes. 

Let's take a look at some of the 
terms and definitions involved in this 
process: 

Wilderness — the only. definition 

that counts is the one used in the 

Wilderness Act of 1964. Congress was 

pretty liberal with the definition and 

BLM is being even more liberal. 

Wilderness “is recognized as an area 

where the earth and its community 

of life are untrammeled by man," 
where man is a visitor but does not 
remain. In addition, ... an area of un- 
developed federal land retaining its 
primeval character and influence. 

Wilderness will be protected and 

managed to preserve natural condi- 

tions which: 

1. affected primarily by forces of na- 
ture; imprint of man’s work should 
be unnoticeable. 

2. contain outstanding opportunities 
for solitude and primitive or un- 
confined recreation. 

3. contains at least 5,000 acres. 

4. may contain ecological, geological, 
or features of scientific, education- 
al, scenic, or historical value. 

Roadless Area — that area bounded 

by a road using the edge of the physi- 

cal change that creates the road or 

inside edge of the right-of-way as a 

boundary. 

Wilderness Study Area — a roadless 

area found to have wilderness char- 

acteristics which will be subjected to 
analysis and public review to deter- 
mine wilderness suitability. 

And last but not least: 

Road: — for the purpose of the BLM 

wilderness inventory, a road is de- 


fined as and must meet all of the 
following: 
"An access route which has been 
improved and maintained by using 
hand or power machinery or tools 
to insure relatively regular and con- 
tinuous use. A way maintained 
solely by the passage of vehicles 
does not constitute a road.” 
Words and phrases used in the above 
definition of “road” mean: 

Improved and Maintained — Where 

actions have been and will continue 

to be directed to physically keep the 
road open to traffic. 

Relatively Regular and Continuous 

Use — use by vehicles having four 

or more wheels which has occurred 

and will continue to occur for a pre- 
determined, planned, or intended 
purpose. (An example would be ac- 

cess for equipment to maintain a 

stock water tank. Casual or random 

use by off-road vehicles or recrea- 
tionists does not qualify.) 

A quick review of these critical 
terms and their definitions makes no 
secret of the fact that applying them to 
the California Desert will drastically 
change motorcycle use. The manage- 
ment required for the desert makes it 
impossible for these terms to be 
utilized! The California Desert 
Conservation Area is unique. That's 
why Congress set it aside to be studied 
separately. It is this very different 
nature of these 1216 million acres that 
preclude the use of definitions applied 
to the remaining land managed by the 
BLM. 

There is general agreement that the 
key to changing the wilderness review 
process in the CDCA is by changing 
this last definition — the definition of 
a road. 

At the Anaheim meeting, BLM's 
Kemp Conn said that if the definition 
of a "road" is changed (Remember 
that the BLM is proceeding with the 
CDAC inventory using the unfinalzed 
"draft" of the Wilderness Review 
Procedure) then the BLM will have to 
go back and re-do the inventory to 
meet the new definition. The present 
deadline is May 17 for comment on the 
draft of the procedures; the finalized 
version comes out in July. 


However, as bad as the definition is; 
we can't change it if we don't play by 
their rules. Here's what we have to do! 

1. Send formal written (hand written 

will do) comments to the Director 
of the Bureau of Land Manage- 
ment. His address is:

2. As discussed earlier, we've got to 

give them a justifiable alternative. 


a. The network of unmaintained 
roads, trails, and routes of 
travel are the traditional pub- 
lic vehicle ways of the California 
desert and are necessary to gain 
any access to vast resources, 
scenic attractions, and private 
lands. 

b. The method of construction, 
condition of the road, and type 
of vehicle which is able to 
traverse the road should not be 
the significant factor in deter- 
mining how the road is defined. 

c. The vast openness of the Cali- 
fornia desert makes the appli- 
cation of the suggested defini- 
tion of "road" both impractical 
and inappropriate given tradi- 


tional use patterns and trans- 
portational needs in the desert. 
d. The defintion of a road or route 
of travel established in 1974 by 
the BLM evolved after a great 
deal of "practical application," 
thought and assessment of man- 
agement capabilities. It is sug- 
gested that the following defi- 
nition be substituted for the- 
purpose of defining wilderness 
criteria in the California desert. 
“Roads are those established 
before November 1, 1973, which 
significant surface evidence of 
prior vehicle travel or public 
ways habitually traveled by ve- 
hicles. It may or may not be 
maintained by the government 
and must have evidence of pre- 
vious use. Widening or extend- 
ing of these routes is prohibited. 
If nature eliminates portions, 
it does not exclude vehicle use." 

3. To save writing two letters, send 
a carbon copy or Xerox copy to 
your Senators and Congressmen 
in Washington. Write in red ink 
across the copy; tell them you ex- 
pect their help on this. 

4. In addition to the meeting in 
Anaheim, several other meetings 
are being held this month. A list 
of times and places is attached. 
You can be assured that those who 
want to close the desert to you will 
be there. Plan to attend as many 
as you can to make positive input 
to change the definition of "road." 
You can't be content with just 
having gone to one meeting. Desert 
bikers must be present at all of 
them. 

5. The American Motorcyclist Asso- 
ciation has formally written to 
BLM Director Frank Gregg re- 
questing an extension of time for 
comments. We can't count on the 
May 17 deadline being extended; 
you must do it now! 

6. BLM's wilderness process affects 
450 million acres in 11 states in- 
cluding Alaska. The great impact 
on off-road motorcyclists will be 
in California. The work must be 
done here! 

The Government Relations Depart- 
ment of the American Motorcyclist

organization have worked hard to try 
and inform desert riders what must be 
done. With the communication aid of 
Cycle News West, more bikers have 
been contracted than ever before to 
solve a problem critical to the future of 
motorcycle use in the California 
desert. Now it's up to all of us to pitch 
in, write comments that say the same 
thing, and get the job done.

Rookie Expert Eddie Lawson on 
his Shell Motors Yamaha broke 
up Alex Jorgensen's winning streak 
in the Bates Point Series by win- 
ning both the Trophy Dash and the 
Main at Ascot.

Collins into second and Glover third. 
Burnworth, meanwhile, was back up 
and into the race in a matter of 
seconds he caught and passed Glover 
and, as he came up to Collins in the 
hairpin turn, he cut under Collins.

In the 125cc Beginners, Danny 
Ramirez showed up to hustle some of 
the loot. In the first moto he jumped 
into the number one spot and stayed 
there until flag girl Kathy Barbacovi 
wavec him across the finish. Doug 
Shane, starting sixth, hauled cakes to 
place second and ninth place starter, 
Matthew Zigeler, hot handled his 
Honda to finish third. 

Race two for the 125cc Beginners 
proved to be another no challenge race 
for "Sano" Danny as he swept the field 
running in front all the way. Outside 
of CRC Sportsman competition, 
Ramirez is also the top 125cc racer for 
Ghar High, which is currently leading 
the 2A division of the Scholastic 
Motocross Association. Matthew 
Zigeler took the number two place in 





the second moto and along with his 
third place moto win, rode for second 
overall. Mark Horton grabbed the 
third place but Doug Shane clenched 
third overall with higher points. 

In the 250cc Novice race Paul Ivie 
scrambled for the holeshot but Rob 
Dameron promptly shut him down, 
taking the front for himself.

Impression: Sachs/Hercules GS250 


Outstanding features, reliability and budge 


By Mike Klinger 


When a car dealer lists standard equipment, a 
person might receive a AM radio or a spare tire 
or even a heater. Well, when it comes to standard 
equipment on motorcycles, Sachs/Hercules has 


the edge over all its competitors. 
Picture these items as standard: 
Ceriani leading-axle front forks, 
Marzocchi nitrogen-filled gas 
shocks, VDO speedometer, Magura 
power levers, Akront shoulderless 
rims, Falk extra thick fenders, 
Metzeler ISDT tires, Motoplat CDI, 
and the list goes on and on. The 
Sachs/Hercules machines are 
precision built in West Germany with 
ISDT-proven features to 
commemorate the medal winning 
performance in 1977 by Mike Rosso. 

The "Limited Edition" seven-speed 
series ISDT Commemorative machine 
comes to you in four flavors; GS125, 
GS175, GS250 and the GS350. There 
is not much difference in the four 
models when they are standing side- 
by-side. The only thing that gives away 
each model is the brightly colored gas 
tanks and the leading axle front forks 
on the three bigger bore machines. 
The bore/stroke specifications run 
from a 54 x 54mm on the GS125 to a 
71 x 61mm on the GS250 and 73 x 
61mm on the GS350. Note that the 
bore on the GS350 is only 2mm larger 


than the GS250. Also, the engine 
displacement on the 350 model is only 
8cc more than the 250 model. The 
reason for this is that the GS350 can be 
run in the 350 ISDT class or in the 
Open class at one of the local events. 
But, is a 253cc Sachs/Hercules 
competitive against a 390 Husqvarna 
in the Open class of an enduro? You be 
the judge of that. 

The single cylinder, two-stroke, air- 
cooled, seven-speed power plant is full 
of mustard. All four models 
incorporate the identical gear ratios 
from a 3.17:1 first gear to a 0.834:1 
seventh gear. On the GS250, the 
enormous radial finned engine 
receives its juice from a 36mm Bing 
carb which sits at a slight tilt so that 
the exhaust pipe may fit tighter in on 
the machine. The air travels via a 
Twin Air that is ruabberband-mounted 
to the air box. Plastic, screw-mounted 
side covers house the entire air system. 
Horsepower is factory rated at 32 
brake ponies at a high 8000 rpms. 
The 125 and 175cc edition got even 
higher revs at 9200 on the 125 and 
8500 on the 175. Enough talking, let's 
take the machine for a thrashing. 


We received a GS250 seven-speed 
edition straight from the crate, 
nothing done except lacquer being put 
on the decals to resist wearing. The 
first impression was what to do with 
seven speeds? Go 100 miles per hour, 
shift all day, or cruise in third or 
fourth so you don't get over your head! 


Before we get into seventh gear, let's 
talk about starting this machine. At a 
cold start, the 36mm Bing needs to be 
tickled for three to five seconds before 
plunging down on the left-side 
mounted kickstarter. Once the engine 
is warmed up, the choke, located on 
the handlebars by the throttle, must 
be opened up completely. When we 
first encountered this little jewel, 
common sense tells you to turn the 
handle clockwise to choke the 
machine. Wrong! Once the engine is 
warm, twist the assembly so the cable 
is tight and the bike is ready for 
action. 


Once on the saddle, the rider gets 
the feeling of finally being in control 
of a pure enduro machine. The 
Cerianis soak up every obstacle 
encountered and the gas Marzocchis 
worked fine in the vertical settings. 
This was our first outing so we were a 
little cautious during the break-in 
period. Once the engine was heated up 
we dialed it on for some high speed fire 
roading. The best we could turn was a 
sixth gear 70 mph before we had to 
shut down due to lack of straight dirt 
road. Seventh gear was unthinkable! 


After only 23 miles of some break-in 
motoring about, we were presented 
with a flat rear tire, lost tank bolt and 
no front brake. After close inspection, 
some changes had to be made. We 
now got our first real look at the quick- 
change rear wheel. Dismounting the 
rear tire was as simple as pie. Hold the 
axle with a large phillips screwdriver 
and unscrew the right side bolt. The 
axle then pulls out and the wheel 
assembly is pulled free from“ the 
machine. The sprocket “stays 
connected, the chain does not have to 
be removed nor does the brake rod 
have to be fiddled with. Everything is 
stationary. A one-inch bushing is 
removed on the left side of the hub 
which allows the entire wheel to be 
pulled free of the rubber sprocket 
cushions. 

Further inspection revealed that the 
rear Akront was drilled for only one 
rim lock and we tore the stem right off 
the tube by spinning the rim in the 
tire. The problem with the front brake 
was that for the long travel Cerianis to 
be used, an alternate cable stay had to 
be employed to get the right action on 
the brake arm. The stay on our test 
bike did not work at all. Our remedy 
was to wheel the adjusting screw and 
nut all the way down and take the 
brake arm off to give the right tension 
on the cable. Once the minor 
adjustments were made, the bike ran 
like a clock. 

These limited edition models sport 
some real ISDT features. A 35/35 watt

pricing ‘‘zero’’ the course 


Bilux headlight with high and low 
beams and a brake activated rear stop 
light. A useless horn is located at the 
top of the double loop cradle frame 
just below the turning head. The horn 
does not work well but it is all legal. 
"The silencer is very quiet and does not 
incorporate a spark arrester. 

Getting ready for an enduro, we 

| {decided to put the Marzocchis at the 
45? mounting angle, and on the 
number three of five spring settings. 
With four mounting positions on the 
swingarm, three on the frame and five 
different spring tensions the rider is 
bound to find his Cadillac ride for any 
terrain. Riding in the enduro was the 
best ride in a long time. Although the 
GS250 is equipped with a chromemoly 
frame, the machine weighs in at 255 
pounds which could become a chore 
on the side of a hill. 

With the 2.6 gallon metal gas tank, 
the 35 mile loops were no problem. 
Pulling into all the checks, the VDO 
resettable speedometer was right on 
the money, to the 10th. Through some 
tougher portions of the event, the 10 
inches of ground clearance proved to 
be advantages in many of the rock 
steps. The plastic skid plate needs to 
be packed away. We melted ours 
where the header pipe made contact. 

The brakes, housed by conical hubs, 
work super well. A combination of the 
good brakes and the nine inches of 
front fork travel helped out on some 

. disasterous rocky downhills. 


Miles into the event, a slight 


banging was noticed. The kickstarter 
did not want to stay in its folded-in 
position. It constantly swayed in and 
out, in and out. A big rubberband 
might solve this leg-lashing problem. 

After the enduro, with an excellent 
score tallied, we realized that there 
was not one situation that we were not 
in the appropriate gear. With the 
seven-speed gear box, the machine is 
never lost for the correct gear. On the 
flat portions of the event, there was 
always another gear to rely on. The 
bike is a flat-out, high speed mover 
just waiting for the roughest terrain. 
Even in the slowest and rockiest 
sections, the three mph first gear was 
perfect. When it came to uphills, the 
GS250 scaled everything in its way. 
The bike weaved its way up between 
other disabled bikes and bodies in an 
easy second gear with a little slip of the 
clutch. From a dead stop in some V- 
shaped gullies, first gear was used to 
spin the 4.00 x 18 Metzeler to crest the 
hills.

men let it be known that they intend 
on going straight to the top by putting 
in impressive performances.

Skeet Hise inserted his pro- 
grammed mud tape and deci- 
mated the Mulkey mire to 
dominate the Open Pro class at 


Mulkey’s motocross opener Sunday. 
Riding a Yamaha from Cheshire, 
Oregon, he made mincemeat out of a 
big problem for the rest of the field. 

When the campers, vans, pickups 
and trailers began arriving for the 
opening day event at Mulkey ORV, 
the rain had done its thing. But a vote 
was taken and most of the riders 
wanted to ride anyway. One thing we 
must remember, National class 
motocross is run in any weather. This 
was a good chance to gather that all- 
around riding experience. Most riders 
realized this, most riders ran. 

When the Open Pro class came off 
the line, the surface was like grease. 
Rounding the first right hander was 
Carl Cole (Yam), Mike Phillips (Suz), 
John Welch (Yam), Hise and Scott 
Hudson (Suz) all practically side by 


side. As they went into the second 
turn, Hise was running fourth. Less 
than a lap later, he had gone into the 
lead and was never headed. The fact 
is, in the first moto he lapped the 
second place rider. 

The second moto, Hise got a much 
better start and spurted into the lad 
afterthe second turn. By this time, the 
sun had been out most of the morning, 
the light wind had helped dry the 
course and traction was tops. John 
Welch, from Salem, who finished 
second to Hise in both motos, didn't 
let as much space open up between 
them this time. Hise had a half-lap 
lead by moto's end. Scott Hudson rode 
a hard 4-3 day and collected third 
overall. Jerry Cox (Suz) barely missed 
thrid and picked up fourth. 

The 250cc Pro class came to the 
line. There were some heavy names at 
the gate, like Monte Mitchell on his 
Maico, Mike McCormick and 
Yamaha, Jeff Howard on his Suzuki, 
and Skeet Hise, a big threat. Carl 
Cole, riding a Yamaha from Yamaha 
West, and Dale Bernards were also 
there. The red light flashed on, then 
amber, then go. 

Off the line with a. multitude of 
traction and around the first turn, 
Skeet Hise, the Cheshire grinner, had 
taken the lead. Jeff Howard was right 
on his tail, and it held that way until 
the fourth lap when Wilbur Perkins 
(Yam) passed Howard to move into 
second behind Hise. The next lap, 
Monte Mitchell passed Perkins, only to 
fall down and lose it back to Perkins. 
Hise took the first moto with Jeff 
Howard second and Mitchell back up 
to third. 

Off the line, into the first two turns 
ahead the second time was Hise with 
the scratch. Three laps went by until 
Jeff Howard made a move as Hise 
temporarily died in the water. He got 
it started again and began his move. 
He passed four riders to move into 
second, only to run out of time before 
he could regain the lead. Howard took 
first overall, Hise second overall, and 
Mitchell third. 

Talking to the riders after the race 
found them delighted with the 
improvements made to the track 
during the winter. Wally and Bobbi 
are to be congratulated for their 
efforts and money spent in making this 
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Monte Mitchell (18) and Jeff Howard (66)

This year's 24th annual North- 
west TT Regional was the cul- 
mination of two nights of short 
track and an afternoon of moto- 


cross racing. Persistent rains shortened 
both Friday night and Saturday night's 
short tracks, but nothing but blue 
skies came out for Sunday's event. 

Owhyee M.C.'s TT course is kidney 
shaped, with the start going slightly 
uphill into a left-hand turn, downhill 
to a right turn and then into a banked 
left sweeper. The oiled, sandy track 
lies between two steep hills, where 
spectators have a maximum view of 
the entire track. 

Jeff Haney (Kenny Roberts 
Products) got it underway by winning 
, the first Novice heat by 100 yards. His 
time was four seconds better than the 
second-fastest heat of the day. 

Of the 10 heats, California riders 
won five, Oregon and Utah won two 








each and Washington took one. 

Two semis were run with Tom 
Troudt winning over John Burnett and 
Dave Kraft. Burnett made a good 
drive from midpack, but it wasn't 
enough. In the second semi, Michael 
Davidson beat out Scott Carneau for 
the second transfer position. 

The Junior program was changed 
from three heats to five, allowing the 
riders a chance to gather valuable 
points. Brian Johnston won the first 
heat over one of last year's top Novice 
riders, Jeff Celorie, by five 
bikelengths. Dana Hansen had a much 
harder battle in the second heat with 
Eric Swanson and last year's top 
Novice, John Wincewicz (Powroll 
Performance Products). Wincewicz 
threw it away after running second 
and had to transfer through the semi. 
Heat three was equally as close with 
Peter Simonsen fighting off Mike 
Kunsman, Dennis Fitze and Rod 
Robinson. All three were using all of 
the track and some of the hay bales. 

After a restart of the fourth heat, 
Jack Darling jumped into the lead to 
win over Curt Dorn. The final heat 
was won by Buddy Robinson over 
Datan and Rod Spencer. 

In the semi, Terry Weigand stayed 
in the groove to shut off Wincewicz, 
including a spectacular last-lap effort. 
Wincewicz dove inside on the right 
hander, feinted high outside on the 
sweeper and dove inside. Weigand got 
enough traction to pull him to the 
finish line. Ron Spencer edged Brad 
Walters for third. 


Randy Scott (Torco-Geo. 
Herschbach), last- years Regional 
winner, posted fastest time in the 


trials. He took the lead in the first heat 
with Mike Caves sticking his TT500 
Yamaha in second. Caves unloaded on 
the right-hander, leaving. second to 
Frank Word, followed by Chuck 
Joyner and Rick Hocking. 

In heat two, John Hateley shot into 
the lead with Dave Aldana on 
Hocking’ bike running second. 
Hateley stretched his lead over 
Aldana, Lars Turlson and Don Smith 
and went on to win. Heat three had 
four National numbers going for it. 
Randy Skiver, who was limping 
noticeably, got the lead with Billy 
Oliver, Mickey Fay, Jr. and Sonny

Starting off with a speed average of 
24 mph over fast trail, the riders could 
appreciate excellent traction, but in a 
few shaded places they could suddenly 
feel the back wheel sliding out from 
underneath as they gassed it around 
turns. 


The average soon dropped down to 
12 mph and the course dropped onto a 
narrow path that skirted a deep 
ravine. Riders surprisingly began to 
meet head-on with contestants who 
were coming back down the trail 
against traffic. By their angry, 
frustrated signals it was plain that a 
bottleneck had developed up ahead. 
Within minutes the scene came into 
view; the path fell away to a creek that 
was cylinder head. deep, the creek at 
the crossing point was a solid dam of 
bikes and riders from bank to bank, 
and beyond was a short, steep uphill 
that had turned greasy from the recent 
heavy rains. On this slope, two and 
three individuals labored to push one 
bike and rider to the top as heaps of 
men and machines piled up like 
spaghetti. As time went on and the C 
riders approached the traffic stacked 
up like rush hour on the freeway. The 
bottleneck was at 5.7 miles out and 
most riders spent from 15 minutes to 
an hour there. It took three hours for 
the bottleneck to clear out completely. 
For those who weren't in a completely 
negative state of mind by now, and 
who, one way or another managed to 
get over or around this nasty. spot, 





there was 95 miles of super enduroing 
ahead. f 

The course between the bottleneck 
and the gas stop at 52 miles passed ina 
blur of trail riding brinkmanship; ‘#6 
fast, forget the watch and 
speedometer, enjoy the sensation óf 
hard riding, pushing ani 
concentrating on lofting over the 
water bar ahead, and trying skillfully 
and neatly to snake between the trees 
without slowing too much. 

The gas stop was at Iowa Hill, à 
small hamlet where gas costs $1.75 a 
gallon. 

A second loop followed with more 
beautiful, tight, fast woods sections 
interspersed with short stretches of 
road. Speeds had been anywhere from 
18 to 24 mph most of the day. Check 
six was at 80 miles and the riders who 
continued from the bottleneck were 
looking forward to covering the last 20 
miles to the finish line quickly. 

At 87 miles the speed average was 
lowered to 15 mph and the terrain out 
front fell away and the course skittered 
downhill. A big sign with the words 
“Cool It” was posted beside the trail. 

What followed next was a 90-foot 
cliff which would have intimidated a 
mountain goat. The landing below 
had no runoff in a straight line; 
instead the riders had to make a 90° 
left turn as they came to the bottom 
and hope that momentum wouldn't 
carry them into an intimate, head-on, 
environmentally unsafe acquaintance 
with some strategically placed Pine 
trees. 

Soon after came the end. Riders 
crossed one last mudhole, where the 
spectators stood pointing out the worst 
possible route to ride through. 

Polka Dots finished their excellent 
run by handing out trophies before the 
sun went down.

Conquering that 60-yard handicap 
earns him the title “Scratchman.” In 
only his sixth year of racing, Fowler is 
the 16th rider to win it since its 
inception in 1966. He is unsponsored, 
a privateer. 

In the 250cc Novice main Ken 
Walcott (Bul) led a parade of Chico 
riders across the finish. Bruce Smith 
(H-D) was second followed by Dirck 
Sauer (Yam), Ted Baines (Bul), and 
Fred Waybright (Hon). 

John Heemsberger rode two Hondas 
to victory in the 250cc and 360cc 
Junior main events. In the 250cc main 
Chuck Atkinson (Yam) was second,
